The jj ky and q confonants are properly no Manks letters ; yet, as we have no 
fingle charaAers of our own to exprefs their founds, we have adopted thofe of the 
Koman alphabet, and inftead of di^ according, to the Irifh, and ji, according to 
the Wellh, we ufey ; as Jee^ God ; Juan^ John — Ir. Dia, &c. The found of c 
we often exprefs by i( ; as, inftead of cionej we read kione^ a head. For cw Ir 
cwejtivmy we ufe q ; as, queJUorij a quellion. 

The diphthongs, or union of two vowels, are twenty-three, and the triph- 
thongs feventeen.

Sciopius and Canfius have remarked, that a fyllable may be formed of two or 
three letters ; as^ aquae ; yet Quintilian will not allow that three vowels can be 
united in one fylhble. But a fyllable of three vowels^ nay of four, as riion, kc: 
h eafy and natural to the Manks and Irifh, as alfo to many other branches of the 
great Celtic language. But, contrary to the fpirit of that language, and to the 
difguiling of many of the roots, we have admitted into our orthography unnecef- 
iary and fupcrfiuous double vowels; fuch as OQy ei, &c. which ihould not be ad- 
tnitted.

CHAP. ir. 

Of the Pronunciation op the Manks Letters. 

A is ranked among the broad vowels ; and in antient manufcripts a^ o, and a, 
are written indifferently one for the other ; as clagb or clogby a ftone — goan or 
goun^ fclrce ; thus, among the Latins^ farreus is written for farreusy &c. It is 
pronounced as a Englifh in man, pan, lad, bad ; as, /ap, lab, bab; and when cir- 
cumilexed, as in dame, pale, ale ; as mdroo^ 

£ is a labial letter, and pronounced as b Englifh ; as, bare, boayL 

C preferves a flrong found in its unafpirated fj:atc, equal to the Greek Kappa, or 
the Englifh kj or as ^ in can, cane, come ; as, cam, cab, cappan ; nor ever ufurps 
the pronunciation of i, as in ciflern, city, cedar, or of / following the vowel /, as 
in petition, &c. 

Cb has the foft guttural found of the Greek % rightly pronounced ; as chjnys^ 
cbiafsj cbagbter. 

D is pronounced as d Englifh ; as doal, dowin. D and / are found in antient 
manufcripts written indifferently one for the other ; as y diunid, or y diunit, the 
profound.* This is common to us with the Greeks, Latins, Irifh, .&c. ; as carad 
lor carat, Ir. a friend ; cude for oute, Gr. ; quodannis or quotanms, Lat. 

E h reckoned a fmall vowel ; but is fometimes long-, fometimes fhort, and 
thus anfwers to the Greek Epfilon and Eta. When It is acutcd, it is pronounced 
as i Englifh in men, ten, bed ; as ben,Jhen, ren ; circumfiexed, a$ ea in fear, bear, 
tear; z&mriu. 

F is called a weak confonant, becaufe when afpirated it lofes all its force ; as 
fer^ynfee, a teacher, e er^ynfee, his teacher. It correfponds in many cafes with the 
Latin v ; as fer, a man, Lat. vir ; feeyn, wine, Lat. vinum ; fockle^ a word, Lat. 
vocalis ; and is pronounced as / Englifh ; as faafe, foays, 

G is a heavy confonant, and pronounced as the Greek Gamma, or as ^ Englifh 
m gain, get, go ; as gammon, goaill, garrijh ; when afpirated, it is reckoned among 
the light confonants, and has a guttural found. 

H is pronounced as /> in the Englifh hand, hind. Note, fome had rather call 
this an auxiliary than a letter, becaufe it ferves only to afpirate the foregoing con- 
fonants ; as ch, pb, th, or the following vowels, as ha, be, &c. and in nouns of the 
feminine gender beginning with a vowel, though not always written, is always 
flrongly exprefTed i as e eddin, her face, pronounced as if written e bcddin.

Lisa letter which admits of no afpiration.. When it begins a feminine fub- 
ftantive it is pronounced liquid and double though written fingle, as e latiCj her 
hand, pionoiinced el laue, or e /laue; alfo, before the plural number of nouns, as^ 
ffyn laue, nyn Hoar, &c. In its limple ftate it is pronounced as / Englilli in law^ 
love, low ; as laue, Ikar^ lane. 

M is naturally one of the ftrong confonants, but is often changed into its foft v^ 
It is pronounced as 7n Englifh. 

N as n Englifh, and is never afpirated or eclipfed, and is called a light confo- 
nant. It is often doubled, to give the ftronger found. In nouns plural and femi- 
nines n is pronounced like gn in feigneur ;• thus, e niarf^ her ftrength, is pro- 
nounqed en mart; nynyanndOf our doings ; nyn nyanmo. 

is a broad vowel, and is ufed indifferently for a or u\ as baal^ hal] or beul j 
fometimes it is fliort, and, thus it anfwers to the Greek Omicron and Omega ^ 
when acuted, it is pronounced as a in gone ; thu^, cron, fin ; when circumflexed^ 
as in bone ; thus, oney. 

P is '%hard confonant, and pronounced as p Englilh. 

Pb as The Greek Phi, or ph Englifh in philofophy, phylic y as phadeytj phaal^ 
fbreeney. 

-JJ is a light confonant, and pronounced as r Englifh ; as maroOy farey ; but 
ivhen a radical, it is always aspirated as the Greek Rho, as if it were written rh^ 
and is pronounced double (rr)y like /and n in feminine and plural nouns. 

<f as J in the Englifh favour, fcnfe ; as foggyrt^ foUar^ and is called the queen of 
confinantSy becaufe it is fubjedl to no change, like the Greek Sigma^ fua potefiatis 
literay except it be followed by a vowel, or of the feminine gender, and then it 
fuffers a change, vid.mut. . 

y is a hard confonant, naturally commutable with the letter d (as has been al- 
ready obferved). It has been much abufed and corrupted in modern manufcripts^ 
&c. and cb often fubflituted in its place, entirely deffaroying the Celtic root ; as 
ibengey, a tongue, for ieanga. It. ; chiarn, a lord, for tieam, Ir. ; cum multis aliis* 

U is one of the three broad vowels, and ufed indifferently for a and ^ ; as goli^ 
or gall, or goul, a fork or ray. 

/ V is not properly, a radical confdnant, but only a fecondary mute ; however, we 
have fome words which begin with t; as a radical, therefore it is admitted as fuch; 
as vaidyn^ a while ago, varrey mijh^ I warrant, voalley^ a walL 

W is pronounced as oo^ as in boot, root^ foot ; as bwmU^ warjoon, warp, wdh'ee^ 
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Tin the penultima, antepenult! ma, &c. is pronounced as <^ in the Englifh tarn, 
hunt, further, fturdy 5 or as 1 in bird, third ; as /pyrryd, ymmyrchagh. In the ul- 
tima or monofyllables as 1 in tin, ikin, thin, trim (except thefe monofyllables, /, 
y^i y^i gy^i ^y^y ^^» which found y as in the penultima). The conftant found of 
y in the penultima, and its ordinary found in the ultima, are both exemplified in 
the fingle word fundry. 



CHAP. IIL 

Concerning the Variation of initial Letters in Manks; 
OR, THE Pronunciation op secondary Mutes. 

IN the Manks are no redundant confonants as iii the Iriih ; thefe non-raiicaU 
are thought to clog the language, and render it difagreeable in ufe, and difficult 
to acquire a knowledge of. 

Some of thefe mutable confonants become other confonants, which may, there* 
fore, be called fecondary or auxiliary mutes. 

The force of the pronunciation of fecondary or auxiliary mutes (as they arc 
called) is fS different from that of the primary or radical, that they are expreifed 
by different figures or letters in the Manks, as is commonly done in other lan- 
guages, except the Irifh, where only the afpirate b is added ; from whence arifes 
often the difficulty of finding the etymology in ours, where that ufage prevails^ 
and the reafon why the irifh language lias been fo well preferved. 

Such words as begin with mutable confonants, viz. A, ^, rA, J, fy g, y, k^ m, p^ 
P^i qf ff in their primary ufe, change thefe their radical initial letters as occafion 
ihall require, and According to the effedt which the words preceding have on 
them, as follows. 

Words primarily" beginning with b have three initials, viz. bfV,m; as bia 
veayn, long life, e vea^ his life, f^n mea^ our, your, their life. So the Greek 
Bharrhon is written by the Latins Varro ; Birgilius, Virgilius ; biote, vita ; in 
Manks, bea or vea. 

Words beginning with c have three initials, viz. r, cb^g; as carrey dooie^ an af- 
fc6lionate friend, e cbarrey, his friend, nyn garrey^ our, your, or their friend. 

Words beginning with cA havealfb three initials, viz. th^ h^ j\ as cbiarti poo* 
aral, a powerful lord, e hiarn^ his lord, nynjiarn^ our, &c. lord. 

Words beginning with rf; have two initials, viz. d and gbi viS dodnney mie, ^ 

Sood man, egbeoinney^ his man.

Words beginning with i, like f, have three initials, viz. ky cb^g; as kiunid 
aalin^ a ferene calm, e cbiunid, his calmnefs, nyn giunidy our, &c. calmnefs. 

Words beginning with m have but two initials, viz. m and v ; as moyrn vooarch 
lagb^ haughty pride, e ^voym vooaralagb, his haughty pride. 

Words beginning with p have three initials, viz. p, fb^b; as padjer jeean^ 
earneft prayer, / phadfery his prayer, nyn badjer^ our, &c. prayer. 

Words beginning with pb have alfo three initials, viz. ph^ ^^ and the firft 
vowel or confonant of the word, the pb being eclipfed or made quiefcent ; as 
fhreeney vooar, a large pin, e reeney, his pin, nyn vreeney, our pin ; pbaal keyrragb, 
a fheep-pen^ e aal^ his pen, tyn vaal, our pen. 

Words beginning with q have likewife three, viz. y, wb, g; as quing brome, a 
heavy yoke, e wbing, his yoke, nyn guing^ their yoke. 

Words beginning with / have alfo three, viz, s, by /, if the firft letter s be fol- 
lowed by a vowel ; or if the word be of the feminine gender it has two ; as fooill 
vie, a good eye, e booilly his eye, y iooill^ the eye ; Jlingan vooavy a big Ihoulder, y 
ilingany the ihoulder ; otherwife the initial remains unchanged; z,sfporrarf^ a purfe, 
€ fporrany his purfe. 

Words beginning with / have three initials, viz. /, b^ db ; as iag;^oo ardy high 
difcourfe, e bagglooy his difcourfe, nyn dbagglooy our difcourfe. 

The variation of the initial letters is always regular and conftant betwixt letters 
of the fame organ of pronunci'ation ; for a labial letter is never changed to a den^ 
iaU nor a .denial to a iabialy &c. 

Adverbs, being formed of adjeftives, become fuch for the moft part by putting 
iy in appofition to the adjedVives, without efFedling any change in their mutable 
initial confonants ; as nue (adjedlivc), good, dy mie (adverb), well ; bogbt (adj.) 
poor, dy bogbt (adv.), poorly ; gennal (ad>), merjy, dy gennal (adv.), merrily. 
Whereas the prepofition dyy to, a contraction of gysy or dy the fign of the infini* 
live mood, or dyy of, from jeby always change the mutable initials ; tlius, in ira^ 
agby pobblcy goaill, bailey ; as rybbag dy braagby a wifp of hay, earroo dy pbcbbky a 
multitude of people, dy gboaill coyrk, to take counfel, goll dy valley y going home.

Ec is a participial article of the prefent tenfe, er of the preter, and er-cbee of 
the future ^ as e^/crieu, writing, er/cruu, having written^ er-cbee fcreeu, about to 
write.

In Manks there are fix Cafes, though originally we feem to have ufed but 
diree, viz. the Nom* Gen. and Dat« 

When the article y or yn is placed before a fubfbintive of the Nominative Cafe^ 
beginning with a mutable confonant, if the Noun be of the feminine gender,- the 
initial confonant muft be either afpirated, mortified^ or changed into its foft : as 
ben^ a woman, yn ven ; keyrrey^ a iheep, yn cbeyrrey ; feill^ flelh, yn eill. But if 
the Noun be of the mafculine gender, the initial confonant remains in its own na* 
ture ; as yn dooinney^ the man, yn coo, the greyhound, yn feiyr, the noife. 

When the article y or yn is placed before a Noun beginning with a confonant^ 
if the Noun be of the feminine gender, the article is changed into ny in the Ge- 
nitive Cafe Angular ; but if the Noun be of the mafculine gender, the mutable 
confonant is changed into its foft or afpirated, and the article y or yn remains ; as

AN adjeftive is a word joined to a fubftantive, to exprefs its quality ; therefore, 
adjeftives very properly follow their fubftantives in the Manks. 

Adjectives may be formed from the genitive cafe of the nouns they derive 
from ; as, fourey^ fummer, G. y touree^ of fummer ; geurey, winter, G. y gh^urefg 
of winter.

The variation of adjeAives is two-fold ; of the gender and of the number.

this 
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this fuperlative is included the Englifh comparative degree alfe; 2S, s* aalin may 
be Englifhed, fairer ; and s* graney, uglier. 

The fuperlative is formed of»its pofitive by adding / (a contra(5):ion of the word 
fmoo^ more, or moft) to the initial of its lingular mafcuKncs ; as, pooaral, power- 
ful ; Sup, i' pooaraly more, or moil powerful. 

Between the comparatives, or words or perfbns compared. Is commonly placed 
the comparative conjunftion na^ artfwering to the ante-comparative conjun<5^ton 
v^ ; as, ta moddey bio ny Jhare na lion marroo^ a live dog is better than a dead lion. 

As the pofitive degree is a weak noun adjective, -it undergoes i!hofc changes of 
gender that nouns adje Aivc are fubjedl to ; but the fuperlative alters not, but is 
always exprefled in ita Angular mafculine ; as, yn ven ghennal, the merry woman i 
Sup. yn ven s* gennaly ihc mcrrieft woman. 

Monofyllables that begin and end with a confonant have sflways the fyllablc ey 
added to them in the luperlative degree ; as, Pof. bogbt^ poor ; Sup. s bogbtey^ 
jpooreft. 

Polyfyllables ending in agb commonly change agb into ee ; as, Pof. agglagb^ 
iiorrid, Sup. s^ aggie e^.mo£t horrid; Pof. .kiaralagb, careful.

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The 'Manks language,, befides the degrees of comparifon already mentioned, 
has a fort of comparifon which imports fometimes equality^ fometimes adm'.rntion^ 
and may be explained in Englifh by ^/x, /?, how ; as, cba aalin as ej}:iyn, as fair as 
he ; J* mie Ibiam jhen dyjarrool how pleafing is it to me ! s' banglaneagb y peccagh! 
how prolific is man ! s* mooar Ibiam eh! how I begrudge it ! It is formed of the 
pofitive, by prefixing the contradiion i according to the rules of the fuperlative 
degree.

^S^3 poftfixed, forms alfo an augmentative noun ; as, nieu^ poifon ; nieuagbg 
poifonous ; toyrt^ a gift ; toyrtagb^ liberal ; kialg^ deceit ; kialgagb^ deceitful* 

Nouns fubftantive are formed of thefe compound adjeftives by poftfixing agh ; 
as, Jhirveijhj fervice ; Jhirveijhagb^ a ferver, or ferving man.

The Construction op Substantives. 

WHEN two fubftantives come together belonging to divers things, the latter, 
if it be mafculine, and the article y or yn precede it, fhall change \t% initial into 
its foft ; as, folt y chingy the hair oF the head ; duillag y vi/ley, the leaf of the tree : 
but words beginning with d^j, f, of the mutable confonants, are not fubjeft to this 
change ; as kione y jalloo^ the head of the image ; mac y Jee^ the fon of the Grod ; 
ben y dooinneyy the mantis wife ; bcny thie^ the woman of the houfe. . 

When 
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When two fubftantives come together, if the latter be of the feminine gender, 
the article ny^ not ytij is ufcd in the genitive, and the mutable confonant remains 
unafpirated ; as, cafs, a foot ; yn cbafs^ the foot ; boyn ny cojhey^ the heel of the 
foot ; fooilly an eye ; yn tooill, the eye ; clagh ny fooilleyy the apple of the eye. 

If the latter fubftantive be the proper name of a country, town, or place, with- 
out an article, the latter changeth its radical initial into its foft ; as, Elian Vannin, 
tlie Ifland of Mann ; mac Tte^ the fon of God ; thie Ghavid, the houfe of David. 

Both fubftantives being common, the latter is determined by the gender of the 
former; as, (itm.) JIat hoofl ; (fem.) clagh wyllin\ (km.) feill vuc, fwine'sflefti; 
Jlro'in (mafc.) muc, a fwine's fnout ; cloan (fem.) ghooinney^ a man's children ; mac 
(mafc.) dooinneyy a man's fon ; ben gbuilley\ mac ben. But if the former fubftantive 
be of the plural number, then the latter is immediately fubjoined with its radical 
initial ; as, Jlaityn fooji^ flails ; claghyn mwillin, mill-ftones. 



CHAP. XIX. 

The Construction op Substantives and Adjectives. 

THE fubftantive and adjective agree generally in gender and fometimes too in 
number ; but an adjective lingular is moft frequently joined to a fubftantive plu- 
ral ; as, deiney berchagh rich men. 

The place of the adjedlive in conftruition is generally after its fubftantive ; as, 
dooinney mie, 2l good man ; ben aalin, a fair woman ; mac ammy/fagh, a dutiful fon ; 
inneen ghraibagh, a lovely nymph. Except drogh and Jhenn; glare and Ibag are alfo 
fometimes placed before their fubftantives ; yn ghlare-veinn^ yn Ibag-gbooinney. 

When an adje6live comes after a fubftantive Angular of the mafcuUne gender, it 
retains its radical initial ; as, goo mie^ a good report ; tbie mooar^ a large houfe ; 
tarroo puttagb^ a pufhing bull ; dooinney buHtaghy a quarrelfome man. 

The adjeftive, after a fubftantive lingular of the feminine gender, changeth its 
radical initial into its foft ; ben w>, a good woman ; inneen waagb, a pretty girl ; 
cooijh chluicagh^ a crafty caufe ; eddin gbennal^ a merry countenance. 

When an adjective is placed before its fubftantive, the mutable initial of the 
fubftantive is changed into its foft, and the adjeftive muft be of the mafculine 
gender ; as, drogb-gbooimiey, a bad man ; drogb-yannoo, a bad aftion ; Jbenn ven, an 
old woman. 

All 
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All fubftantives plural, of what gender focver they be, will have adjeiStivcs 
after them beg'nning with their radical initials, and. moft frequently of the An- 
gular number ; as, deiney mie, good men ; inneenyn mie, good women ; edMnyn gen-- 
nalj merry faces ; Jkeeallyn mie, good news ; deiney berchagb^ rich men, not deiney 
bcrchee. Except in the vocative cafe plural, which always afpirates the initial of 
the following adjeftive ; as, chaarjyn gbraiagk. 

Adjedlives of the fupeflarive (or Engli(h comparative) degree arc always fet af- 
ter their fubftantives when comparifon is fignified, and make no change of the 
initial of the fubrtantive whether it be mafculine or feminine ; as, yn eddin ^f^illey^ 
the faireft face j yn laue sUajer^ the ftrongeft hand ; ta^n v€n ny sUbollee na e Jbejbey^ 
the woman is ftronger than her hufband. But when the fuperlative is ufed to cx- 
preft admiration, it is ufually placed before its fubftantive without making any 
change in the initials ; as, s^gial yn eddin I how clea^n is thd face ! s^lajer e laue I 
ftrong is his hand ! sUhollee tan ven I ftout is the woman ! 

Rouytj too much, is ever placed before its fubftantive, and makes no change of 
the initial ; t'ou goaill rouyr bea^ rouyr janneo ort^ you take too much trouble Cf 
plague upon yourfelf. And fo is dy chooilUy^ every, ever placed before its fubftan- 
tive, and always makes the radical initial of its fubftantive change into its ibft^ or 
fecondary mute ; as dy chooilley ghooinney, every man ; dy cho§illey ven, every 
woman. 

Numerals are placed before their fubftantives, and make no change in their 
initials; as, un dooinney^ one man; three deiney^ kiare, queig^ &c. 

Except daa, two, which makes the fubftantive following change its radical 
jnitial into its foft or fecondary mute ; as, daa ghooinney, two men ; daa ^en^ two 
women ; daa phait<bey, two children. So un^ one, before a feminine fubftantive • 
as, un ven^ one woman : un vooa^ one cow ; un ghoodee^ a girl, or wench. 

Ordinals are placed before their fubftantives, and change their initials into 
their foft ; as, yn cbied ven, the firft woman ; yn nab ghooinney; the fecbnd man • 
yn trafs ghooinney y the third man ; yn cbiarroo, yn wbeiggoo^ &c. Except words be- 
ginning with dy /, /, which fufFer no change when joined to cbied \ as, yn cbied 
dooinney^ the iirft man ; yn cbied towfe^ the firft meafurc ; yn cbied Jfee^ the firft 
God.

THE pronoun relative is generally underftood in Manks ; as, cbeayJl mee coraa 
nagb hoig mee^ I heard a roice (that) I underftood not } ajns y vriwnys fou er ba^ 
rey^ in the judgment (which) thoa haft commanded. 

The pronouns pofleffive^ aym^s^ mine, ayd^s^ thine, ecbey^ his, and their plu- 
rals, are ever placed after their fubftantiyes ; the articles y or yn being put before 
their fubftantives, as, yn tbie aynfs^ my houfe ; yn cahbyl ayd*s^ thy horfe ; yn 
tbit tcbty^ ain^ eu^ eck, oc. 

All the other pofleffive pronouns are placed before their rclpeftive fubftantives^ 
the radical initial letter of their fubftantiyes being changed into its foft ; as, Afy 
ven^ dty ven^ e ven ; Nyn, our, your, their, is always placed before its fubftantives 
and the verbs with which it is ufed in a reflediive fenfe ; as, va Jbm er nyn livrey, 
we were (ourfelves) delivered ; va Jhiu er nyn Uvrey^ ye were (yourfdves) deli- 
Tered. But as nyn changes the nuitable confonants in a manner peculiar to itfelf^ 
viz. into their liquids, I fhaU give it in all its variations.
